On October 14, Aruba Prime 
Minister, Michiel Godfried 
"Mike M Eman, in a lecture at 
Harvard University Kennedy 
School of Government, will 
discuss the trend set by a 
small island nation as it suc¬ 
cessfully meets the challenges 
of the global economy on new 
terms.

(Social Dialogue) that sup¬ 
ports smart growth, capable of 
addressing the enormous chal¬ 
lenge of delivering lasting 
prosperity. Going to 40% al¬ 
ternative energy, investing 
money and time in shared 
goals, assets and infrastruc¬ 
tures, geared towards ecolog¬ 
ical transformation, increased 
energy and resource effi¬ 
ciency, renewable and low- 
carbon technologies and 
infrastructures, public assets, 
climate adaptation, ecological 
enhancement. A shift from a 
long period of capacity expan¬ 
sion in hotels towards long 


term gain investments in city 
and neighborhood renewal 
and citizen engagement and 
wellbeing. 

The approach is “a nice 
Aruba for its citizens to live is 
a nice Aruba to share with vi¬ 
sitors.” A renovation of the 
sense of public space, of public 
institutions, of common pur¬ 
pose. Green space, parks, 
recreation centers, sports faci¬ 
lities, libraries, museums, pub¬ 
lic transportation, local 
markets, retreats and commu¬ 
nity festivals. With national 


programs “Bo Aruba” (your 
Aruba) and “Bo Bario” (your 
neighborhood) Aruba is setting 
physical and social building 
blocks for enhanced quality of 
life and a new vision of social 
participation. Setting a proper 
balance between these vital di¬ 
mensions of what it means to 
be human. A balance that has 
been lost in our lives, in our in¬ 
stitutions and in our econo¬ 
mies.

Prime Minister Mike Eman 
will make the point that we’ve 
seen how faulty economics 
drives and is driven by dis¬ 
torted social logic. But we’ve 
also seen that a different eco¬ 
nomic is achievable. A better 
and fairer social logic lies 
within our grasp. Neither eco¬ 
logical limits nor human na¬ 
ture constrain the possibilities 
here: only our capacity to be¬ 
lieve in and work for change 
and be successful when work¬ 
ing with the strengths of our 
nature. 

As in other countries, the 
economic collapse led to poli¬ 
tical upheaval. After years of 
gridlock and divided govern¬ 
ment, the 2009 parliamentary 
elections swept the pro-reform 
Aruban Peoples Party (AVP) 
into power, handing the party 
a majority of seats. How the 
AVP used its mandate for 
change is where the lesson be¬ 
gins. 

From the outset, the AVP 
realized it could not force 
change on its own. Every re¬ 
form that the AVP offered was 
done in a spirit of accommo¬ 


dation with those opponents 
willing to put harsh partisan¬ 
ship aside. 

Stabilizing tourism, the 
economic engine of Aruba, 
was the first order of business. 
With the new government 
demonstrating a commitment 
to infrastructure improve¬ 
ments, KLM and Carnival 
were willing to return to the 
island - an important first step 
in reinforcing its status as an 
international destination. 

While the government re¬ 
built its external relationships, 
it also worked internally to 
stabilize its pension system, 
reorganize public services, in¬ 
vest in health care and cut 
wasteful spending by empow¬ 
ering government workers to 
offer ideas for innovation and 
cost savings. 

A major urban renewal ef¬ 
fort was launched to rebuild 
the two main urban retail 
areas in Oranjestad and San 
Nicolas, modernize the is¬ 
land’s road system, construct 
parks and public areas, and 
build a new light rail system. 

This strategic partnership 


search and the 1.2 billion 
Aruban florins ($670 million 
U.S.) stimulus program and 
positive atmosphere is creat¬ 
ing renewed investment activ¬ 
ity and confidence, and 
returning important economic 
activity such as from Valero 
back to the island. It’s also 
putting citizens to work and 
revitalizing Aruba as a tourist 
destination. The short-term 
and long-term benefits will 
repay the investment many 
times over. 

But Aruba also knew that 
infrastructure improvements 
alone would not be enough. It 
would also need to bring inno¬ 
vation and diversification by 
championing sustainable en¬ 
ergy technology. 

To that end, Aruba has 
begun to develop an interna¬ 
tional research facility that 
will capitalize on the coun¬ 
try’s abundant water, wind 
and sun. Already the island 
has hosted a global environ¬ 
mental conference attended 
by leading scholars and ac¬ 
tivists, and more such confer¬ 
ences are on the way. 


Eman will argue at Har¬ 
vard that these reforms are 
scalable to a country of any 
size. The keys are political 
compromise, investment in in¬ 
frastructure and innovation, 
and budget and tax reform. 
Aruba is maintaining its 
strong bond rating in a region 
that has been rocked by the 
global recession, and its ef¬ 
forts are paying off. Pursuit of 
happiness and wellbeing are 


the cornerstone in the Aruba 
approach. 

Prime Minister Eman will 
point at that natural inspira¬ 
tion Aruba has for this ap¬ 
proach. “When a country 
finds itself adrift, the lesson of 
the Divi Divi tree in Aruba is 
to work with your strengths, 
respect the forces of nature, 
stay pointed in the right direc¬ 
tion and ride the winds of 
change”.

Hurricane Jova takes aim 
at southwestern Mexico 


MEXICO CITY (AFP) - Hur¬ 
ricane Jova barreled Sunday 
towards the southwestern Pa¬ 
cific coast of Mexico and fore¬ 
casters warned it would likely 
strengthen considerably in the 
coming days. 

Mexican authorities warned 
five states along the west coast 
to be on guard for possible 
landslides from heavy rain ex¬ 
pected to be dumped by the 
ninth Pacific hurricane of the 
season. 

The Miami-based National 
Hurricane Center said in a 
1500 GMT bulletin that Jova 
was a category one on the five- 
level Saffir-Simpson scale, 
packing maximum sustained 
winds of up to 85 miles per 
hour (140 kilometers per 
hour). 

Jova was forecast to be¬ 
come a major Category 3 hur¬ 
ricane today with winds of up 


to 120 miles per hour (193 
kilometers per hour) but ex¬ 
pected to weaken significantly 
ahead of landfall on Tuesday, 
the experts said. 

Tropical storm Irwin, also 
in the eastern Pacific, mean¬ 
while continued to weaken 
after losing hurricane status 
late this week, as it roiled the 
sea around 865 miles (1395 
km) southwest of the southern 
tip of Baja California. 

The NHC also said Irwin, 
which posed no threat to land, 
was expected to weaken fur¬ 
ther in the coming 24 hours, 
with current maximum winds 
around 45 mph (75 kmh). 

Way out in the mid-Atlantic 
basin, the hurricane center said 
post-tropical cyclone Philippe 
was moving steadily to the 
northeast, and similarly posed 
no threat to land.

Syria warns not to recognise opposition, 
vows reform 


DAMASCUS (AFP) - Presi¬ 
dent Bashar al-Assad renewed 
a pledge of reforms yesterday, 
as Syria threatened retaliation 
if countries recognise an oppo¬ 
sition bloc increasingly active 
on the international scene. 

"Syria is taking steps fo¬ 
cused on two main fronts — po¬ 
litical reform and the 
dismantling of armed groups" 
seeking to destabilise the coun¬ 
try, Assad told the visiting 
Cuban and Venezuelan foreign 
ministers. 

The embattled president 
said "the Syrian people had 
welcomed the reforms but that 
foreign attacks intensified just 
as the situation in the country 
began to make progress." 

He accused Western powers 


of having "little interest in re¬ 
form," seeking instead to 
"push Syria to pay the price for 
its stances against foreign 
schemes hatched outside the 
region." 

"Despite everything, a 
process of reform is under 
way," he assured them. 

Activists said security 
forces yesterday killed at least 
three mourners at a Damascus 
funeral, a day after two people 
were killed at the funeral of 
Kurdish activist Meshaal 
Tamo, a murdered member of 
the new Syrian National Coun¬ 
cil (SNC). 

The foreign ministers of 
Venezuela and Cuba headed a 
delegation of leftist Latin 
American countries — inclu¬ 


ding Ecuador, Nicaragua and 
Bolivia — that travelled to 
Syria to "show support." 

The delegates denounced 
the "political and media cam¬ 
paign being waged against 
Syria," state news agency 
SANA said. 

The eight-member Latin 
American bloc’s talks aim to 
denounce "political destabili¬ 
sation attempts by the United 
States and its allies," Venezue¬ 
lan Foreign Minister Nicolas 
Maduro said before the visit. 

Washington has renewed its 
calls for Assad to step down 
immediately amid escalating 
violence against anti-regime 
protesters that the United Na¬ 
tions says has left nearly 3,000 
people dead. 
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Archbishop Tutu urges Iran to free pastor facing 
death for apostasy 


Pope calls for 
common front 
against Italy's 
mafia 

SERRA SAN BRUNO 
(AFP) - Pope Benedict XVI 
yesterday called for a com¬ 
mon front against the mafia 
during a visit to the southern 
Italian region of Calabria 
Sunday — and for a renewed 
commitment to Christian val¬ 
ues. 

Addressing some 50,000 
faithful in Lamezia Terme, he 
said he understood that Ca¬ 
labria lay on uncertain, shift¬ 
ing ground, ’’but not just from 
a geological perspective”. 

”It’s a land where unem¬ 
ployment is worrying, where 
atrocious crime often de¬ 
stroys the social fabric,” he 
said. 

He urged local people, 
who have to contend with 
high youth unemployment 
and the influence of the Cal¬ 
abrian local mafia, the 
Ndrangheta, to set aside per¬ 
sonal interests in favour of 
the common good. 

Plagued by the activities 
of the Ndrangheta, Calabria 
also suffers from 26-percent 
youth unemployment, with 
many young people forced to 
migrate to the more prosper¬ 
ous north or overseas in 
search of work. 
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CAPE TOWN (AFP) - Arch¬ 
bishop Desmond Tutu yester¬ 
day called on Iran to free a 
pastor who faces the death 
penalty for refusing to give 
up Christianity and return to 
Islam. 

”1 would like to appeal to 
the Iranian authorities to free 
Yusef Nadarkhani, and allow 


him and all other members of 
minority religions in Iran to 
worship God,” Tutu said in a 
statement. 

’’Forcing anybody to re¬ 
nounce his or her faith is an 
utter violation of our univer¬ 
sal human and religious val¬ 
ues, and a renunciation of 
God,” Tutu said. 


Nadarkhani, 32, converted 
from Islam to Christianity 13 
years ago and became pastor 
of a small evangelical com¬ 
munity called the Church of 
Iran. 

He was arrested in Octo¬ 
ber 2009 and condemned to 
death for apostasy under Is¬ 
lamic sharia law, which al¬ 


lows for such verdicts to be 
overturned if the convicted 
person ’’repents” and re¬ 
nounces his conversion. 

His lawyer told AFP in 
Tehran on Thursday that a 
verdict was expected within 
days.

their mail - horses, donkeys 
or boats, but mostly on foot. 

Up until the year 1995 the 
post was still partially trans¬ 
ported via boats. 

But with time this changes 
as the postmen decided to ex¬ 
tend their services by offering 
to deliver the mail to the pop¬ 
ulation of Aruba via bicycles 
and jeeps. The bicycles were 
used for the area of Oranjes- 
tad and the Jeeps for the rest 
of the island. The bicycles 
were used until the beginning 
of the 90’s, after that they 
switched over to scooters. 

The delivering of mail via 
airplanes started out as an ex¬ 


periment. When the airplanes 
had to many empty seats they 
would use the post bags to 
balance the airplanes. And 
that is how the services of 
Sea Air Lifted (SAL) begun, 
if the planes did not have 
enough space the bags would 
stay behind, so then they 
started organizing the deliv¬ 
ery of the post every two 
weeks. 

During the year of 1985 in 
came the fax which as a new 
technology became a threat 
for the postal administration 
as this was a faster way of 
communication.

The service of bringing and 
delivering items always ex¬ 
isted. People were always 
transporting things from one 
point to another. The earliest 
organized mail systems in 
human history actually have 
their roots in Ancient Egypt. 
Records of a cuneiform post 
date back to 1364 B.C. More 
than 2,000 years later, in the 
12th century A.D., Egyptians 
created a primitive airmail 
network using carrier pi¬ 
geons. 

The Persian Empire under 
Cyrus the Great (6th century 
BC) used a system of 
mounted relay messengers. 
The riders would stop at reg¬ 
ularly placed post houses to 
get a fresh horse or to pass on 
their packets of dispatches to 
another messenger for the re¬ 
mainder of the distance. 

On the other side of the 
world, in China, a post house 
service had been started early 
in the Chou Dynasty (ruled 
1122-221 BC). It was used 
mostly to convey official 
documents. The far-reaching 
system consisted of relays of 
couriers who changed horses 
at relay posts 9 miles (14.5 
kilometers) apart. The sys¬ 
tem was enlarged under the 
Han Empire (202 BC-AD 
220), when the Chinese came 
in contact with the Romans 
and their postal system. 

The Roman Empire built 
the most advanced postal de¬ 
livery system known in that 
time except for the service in 
China. Its area was the whole 
Mediterranean world. Reli¬ 
able communication from 
Rome to governors and mili¬ 
tary officials in faraway 
provinces was a necessity. 
Rome met the need by devel¬ 


oping the cursus publicus lit¬ 
erally, “public course” a 
state-sponsored series of post 
roads with relay stations at 
intervals. 

This is how after years the 
postal administrations started 
establishing and providing 
the service of pickup and de¬ 
livery as a formal industry. 
Around this same time as 


many other countries, the 
Postal Service of Aruba 
began operating on August 
1st 1892. At this time Aruba 
was part of the “Colony Cu¬ 
rasao” Postal Service with its 
central directorate positioned 
in Willemstad, Curacao. 

What occurred some years 
after no one could imagine, a 
whole new world opened up 
in which the post office be¬ 
came the central of commu¬ 
nication and the main way to 
connect people from all over 
the world. 

The first postal activities on 
the island consisted of sending 
and receiving mail (letters, 
parcels, etc) from boats origi¬ 
nating from Curasao and 
sometimes from Venezuela. 
Garibaldi Cephas Helder took 


care of the handling of the 
boats carrying mail. 

A lot of young people may 
think that the mail has always 
been transported via air¬ 
planes, but looking back in 
history; post agents had to go 
to the harbour to pick up the 
mail or to deliver the interna¬ 
tional mail. This took place 
even in the middle of the 


night; disregarding bad 
weather, if the boats were on 
schedule to enter, the post¬ 
man would be there waiting. 
During that time, the postman 
had to get on the boats to pick 
up or deliver the post bags. 
Some of those boats just 
came to deliver and pick up 
and continue their journey, so 
it was crucial to be at the har¬ 
bour at the scheduled hour. 
After that the mail had to be 
picked up at the post office. 
Garibaldi would announce 
the arrival of the boat at the 
harbour of Oranjestad, by 
shouting out while ringing 
his bell. 

People used whichever 
means of transportation they 
had at that time to pick up

Not many years after, 
another even more ag¬ 
gressive technology 
came on the market: 
the internet, which 
started reducing the 
volumes of mail. How¬ 
ever until today, origi¬ 
nal legal documents 
are still delivered by 
post. 

In all times during 
the development of the 
postal administration 
the efforts to provide 
the best service was always 
the main goal of the postman. 

At the introduction of the 
Track and Trace services like 
EMS, the employee seated in 
one post had to call the other 
postal administration to find 
out the exact location of the 
item sent from Aruba, after 
this phone call the postman 
would communicate with the 
client to inform them of this. 

Around that same time, a 
mayor historical event took 
place on Aruba; the island got 
its “STATUS APARTE” and 
on January 1, 1986, the 
Postal Services of Aruba 
began to operate as an inde¬ 
pendent postal service while 
still maintaining a close 
working relationship with the 
Netherlands Antilles. 

The Dutch colonies, of 
which Aruba was part of, was 
a member of the Universal 
Postal Union since 1878 and 
once Aruba obtained its Sta¬ 
tus Aparte, the island became 
an individual member of the 
“Universal Postal Union.” 

One of the biggest devel¬ 
opments after 1986, for Post 
Aruba was the establishment 
of international rates for the 
other postal administrations, 


in which case, a system of 
charge to other countries for 
the items delivered to Aruba 
was established. 

From the onset of the Sta¬ 
tus Aparte, Aruba together 
with the Netherlands Antilles 
lobbied to become a member 
of Union Postal de las Amer¬ 
icas, Spain and Portugal 
(UPAEP), which was finally 
achieved on June 21, 1993. 

The autonomous status of 
the Postal Service in the UPU 
brought with it that all the ac¬ 
quired rights and obligations 
on both local and interna¬ 
tional level, had to be ob¬ 
served by the Postal Service 
of Aruba itself. 

The government of Aruba 
recruited the assistance of 
Dutch consultancy firm 
Berenschot to advice, assist 
and formalize a postal service 
in Aruba, so that it could face 
the new Status Aparte as an 
autonomous service within 
the Kingdom of the Nether¬ 
lands. An internal committee 
of the Postal Service, consist¬ 
ing of Robert S. Arends, Can- 
dido F. Dijkhoff (t), Rudolf 
R. De Kort and Michael F. 
Croes, was formed to help 
achieve this. 

The first director of the 


Postal Service of Aruba was 
Mr. Robert S. Arends. 

Before the 1st of January 
1986, Aruba was part of the 
Dutch Antilles Postal Serv¬ 
ice, which central directorate 
was positioned in Willem¬ 
stad, Curasao. 

The Postal Service of 
Aruba continued to provide 
common and current postal 
services such as reception 
and delivery of letters, 
parcels, printed matters and 
other items, both local and in¬ 
ternational. 

In order to do so, Aruba 
had to introduce its own 
stamps and by working to¬ 
gether with the aforemen¬ 
tioned committee and in 
consultation with stamp col¬ 
lectors and designers this was 
achieved before the first of 
January 1986. 

They advised the Govern¬ 
ment and received the ap¬ 
proval to keep the 
management and decision¬ 
making process concerning 
the value, the number of 
stamps per year, the design, 
etc. in-house and not to put 
this in the hands of other in¬ 
stitutions or third persons. 

The first two series that 
were emitted on the 1st of 


January 1986 were a definite 
issue consisting of four 
stamps with denominations of 
5C, 30C, 60C and 150C de¬ 
signed by Mr. Evelino Fingal 
and a Status Aparte issue con¬ 
sisting of four stamps with 
denominations of 25C, 45C, 
55C and 100C, designed by 
Mr. Nigel Matthew. 

The autonomous status of 
the Postal Service in the 
Dutch Kingdom brought with 
it that all the acquired rights 
and obligations on both local 
and international level, had to 
be observed by the Postal 
Service of Aruba itself. 

A lot of stamps had been is¬ 
sued, but one of the most un¬ 
forgettable ones was the 
celebration of the 100th an¬ 
niversary of the Postal Service 
in Aruba on August 1, 1992. 

The first official location 
of the Post was at the 
office/home of Governor 
Jacob A. Thielen, what is now 
known as Plaza Daniel Eeo, 
but it has moved to numerous 
different locations - such as 
Fort Zoutman and what is 
now known as the Foreign 
Affairs Office. In 1958 the 
main post office was moved 
to J.E. Irausquinplein # 9, and 
has remained there till now. 


The building was de¬ 
signed by the Man¬ 
ager of the 
Department of Public 
Services, Mr. A.A. 
van Ammers. The 
building reflects the 
design elements of 
earlier decades, 
namely 1930 - 1950. 

On September 1, 
2005 Post Aruba N.V. 
was privatized. 
Through privatiza¬ 
tion the main goal of 
Post Aruba was to become an 
integrated company, not only 
delivering letters and parcels, 
but offering a broad variety 
of new products while play¬ 
ing a key role in all commu¬ 
nication needs on the island. 
The initiative was launched 
to increase the efficiency of 
all operational processes, and 
to provide new services, 
while maintaining high inter¬ 
national standards. 

From the point of view of 
the post man one of the rea¬ 
sons post exists from the be¬ 
ginning on was the romance 
around mailing, in such peri¬ 
ods as Valentine’s Day, 
Easter and Christmas. During 
these periods employees 
could barely walk due to so 
many letters, parcels and 
other items people send to 
their love ones. This situation 
has not changed much as the 
post office is still unifying 
people from different coun¬ 
tries, but now in a more mod¬ 
ern approach and with a new 
line of more corporate than 
personal services. 

As can be read, every pe¬ 
riod and every year has its 
challenges and its moments 
of evolution, but it was 
through the efforts of those 
men and women who put 
their heart into the post office 
and give their utmost to build 
this company from the begin¬ 
ning on, that Aruba can now 
be proud of its Post Office. 

Therefore on October 9, 
2011 in commemoration of 
the World Postal Day we 
would like to give recogni¬ 
tion to all those people who 
in one way or the other were 
driven by and give passion¬ 
ately to this wonderfiil world 
of post, and to all those who 
even saw their jobs at Post as 
temporary work, but still 
ended up giving a big part of 
their lives to contribute to its 
growth. October 9 is a day to 
celebrate not only for the 
Postal world, but specifically 
for the Postal Administration 
of Aruba that not only con¬ 
nect people locally, but 
worldwide.

Monetary policy of Aruba 
as decided by the Aruba 
Central Bank 


ORANJESTAD - During the 
meeting of its Monetary Pol¬ 
icy Committee (MPC) of 
September 16, 2011, the Cen- 
trale Bank van Aruba (CBA) 
decided, based upon the 
available economic and mon¬ 
etary data, to maintain the re¬ 
serve requirement rate at 11 
percent, and the advance rate 
percentage of 1 percent un¬ 
changed. The considerations 
for this policy stance are as 
follows. Although Aruba’s 
net foreign assets position 
shows a declining trend (July 
2011: -3.5 percent), the cur¬ 
rent position is still consid¬ 
ered adequate. Also, the fall 
in net foreign assets occurred 
mainly by other factors than 
credit growth. The aggregate 
outstanding credit at the com¬ 
mercial banks expanded by 
2.3 percent in comparison to 


December 2010, predomi¬ 
nantly related to increases in 
business loans and housing 
mortgages of, respectively, 
2.5 percent and 2.7 percent. 
This aggregate outstanding 
credit growth is slightly 
higher than the CBA’s fore¬ 
cast of 2 percent for the year 
2011 as a whole, as deci- 
ceOther indicators included 
in the MPC’s assessment 
were the developments in in¬ 
flation and liquidity in the 
banking sector, both remain¬ 
ing within a range that the 
CBA considers acceptable. 

The CBA will continue to 
closely follow the develop¬ 
ments in the economic and 
monetary fundamentals. The 
next meeting of the MPC is 
scheduled for October 28, 
2011 . 


Merkel: Paris, Berlin agree on 
banks' recapitalisation 


BERLIN (AFP) - German 
Chancellor Angela Merkel 
said yesterday that Paris and 
Berlin agreed on a recapital¬ 
isation of banks, at a joint 
news conference with Presi¬ 
dent Nicolas Sarkozy. 

Merkel said the two capi¬ 


tals were "decided on doing 
what is necessary to recapi¬ 
talise (the) banks in order to 
assure the granting of credit 
to the economy". 

Sarkozy said the "agree¬ 
ment was complete".

Red card ref says Rooney 
may avoid longer ban 


LONDON (AFP) - England 
striker Wayne Rooney's calm 
reaction to his red card 
against Montenegro could 
help him avoid an extended 
ban, according to the referee 
who sent him off in the Euro 
2012 qualifier. 

German official Wolfgang 
Stark dismissed Rooney for a 
crazy kick at Miodrag Dzu- 
dovic in the second half of 
England's 2-2 draw on Friday 
and the Manchester United 
star is certain to miss the first 
game of next year's Euro 
2012 finals as a result. 

It had been suggested that 
Rooney's suspension could 
be increased to two matches 
given the mindless nature of 
the offence. 


That would depend on 
how UEFA view the incident 
which occurred just 17 min¬ 
utes from time as England 
booked their place in Poland 
and Ukraine. 

But Stark has praised 
Rooney, who was also sent 
off in the 2006 World Cup 
quarter-final against Portugal, 
for how he accepted the deci¬ 
sion and said that may im¬ 
prove the former Everton 
player's chances of being 
dealt a more lenient penalty. 

England coach Fabio 
Capello revealed that Rooney 
apologised immediately after 
the match and the Italian con¬ 
ceded it was impossible to 
control his striker's actions 
while he is on the pitch.

BUFFALO (AFP) - NFL 
Commissioner Roger Good¬ 
ell said Sunday the league 
will discuss adding a second 
regular-season game in Lon¬ 
don thanks to ’’overwhelm¬ 
ingly positive” fan reaction to 
games in England. 

”It’s been tremendously 
successful,” Goodell said 
prior to Buffalo's game 
against Philadelphia. ’’Fan re¬ 
action has been overwhelm¬ 
ingly positive, and we want 
to build on that.” 


The NFL played its first 
regular-season game in Lon¬ 
don in 2007, when the New 
York Giants beat Miami 13-10. 

Since then, there have 
been three other annual 
games played at Wembley 
Stadium, and on October 23 
Tampa Bay will take on 
Chicago in London. 

That game has not yet sold 
out, but Goodell said he be¬ 
lieved that was because tickets 
didn't go on sale until after the 
NFL lockout of players ended. 


Humbled Maradona apologises 
for heavy defeat 


DUBAI (AFP) - Argentinian 
football legend Diego 
Maradona felt obliged to 
apologise to the supporters of 
United Arab Emirates club 
Al-Wasl here on Sunday after 
the club were thrashed 5-0 by 
Dubai. 

The 50-year-old - who 
was dismissed as Argentine 
national coach after last 
year's World Cup - had 
guided the side to two wins 
after an opening run of three 
defeats, albeit two friendlies 


and a Cup match, but Dubai 
brought him back down to 
earth. 

"I want to apologise to the 
Al-Wasl supporters for this 
defeat,” said Maradona, who 
last month advised fans to 
stay at home and watch a 
DVD if they found it too 
stressful to watch the team. 

”1 am very sad. We were 
on the right path with two 
successive victories and now 
we must focus on the cham¬ 
pionship and not look back. 


US player dies after bar fight in Romania 


BUCHAREST (AFP) - US 
basketball player Chauncey 
Hardy died on Sunday after 
being beaten up in a Roman¬ 
ian bar, local media said. 

Hardy, 23, died shortly 
after undergoing surgery in a 
Bucharest hospital, Mediafax 
news agency said. 

The American had sus¬ 


tained severe head injuries 
and was in a coma when he 
was admitted to hospital. 

Hardy, who played for 
CSS Giurgiu, in southern Ro¬ 
mania, was celebrating vic¬ 
tory over rivals Dinamo 
Bucharest when several indi¬ 
viduals are reported to have 
attacked him.

Asked whether the Qatari- 
owned club would consider 
signing Beckham, Leonardo 
said: "The door is open. He is 
more than a football player - 
he’s a brand, a pop star. I 
would always consider him. 

"He respects the rules, lis¬ 
tens to you and wants the best 
for the team.

Rain postpones Rangers v Tigers 


DALLAS (AFP) - Game two 
of the American League 
Championship Series between 
the Texas Rangers and Detroit 
Tigers was postponed on Sun¬ 
day because of rain. 

The contest between the 
teams battling for a World Series 
berth in the second round of the 
Major League Baseball playoffs 
was rescheduled for today 

That means the teams will 
lose their dedicated travel day 
with the best-of-seven series 
scheduled to resume when De¬ 
troit hosts game three on Tues¬ 


day. 

The Rangers beat Detroit 3- 
2 in Saturday night's opener, a 
game in which two fifth-in¬ 
ning rain delays lasted nearly 
two hours total. 

The rain delays wreak 
havoc with the teams' plans for 
their pitching staffs. Depend¬ 
ing on how many pitches they 
have thrown — and on how 
well their bodies respond to 
cooling off and warming up 
again — top hurlers often can't 
return to resumed games. 

"The one thing we're con¬
